Toughcr registration 
measures for residential homes 
are also lo be introduced. with 
the maximum fine for operating 
an unregistered home rising 
from £500 to £2.000 and whose 
registration is cancelled. 

Registration fees are to rise to 
£100 for homes for and £75 for 
managers with an annual fee of 
f£I0 û place paid to local 
authorities, who will be obliged 
tio inspect homes at lcast once a 
year. 

The moves were announced 
yesterday by Mir Rhodes Boyson, 
Minister for Social Security, in a 
statemenl tantamount 1O ac- 
cepting that the Government 
made a serious mistake last 
November when it changed the 
rules for meciing accommo- 
dation charges from sup- 
plementary benefiL 

Over 1he pasl year or so, the 
costs of board and lodging 
allowances had risen steeply. he 
said. In the year 10 last 
December. the costs for people 
in residenlal and nursing 
homes rose from £39m to 
£102m while 1he numbers 
provided for rosc by only two- 
thirds. 

The numbers in ordinary 
board and lodging rose by about 
half. but total spending went up 
from #£lé6é6m lo £370m. Mr 
Boyson said: "The Government 
is committed to controlling 
expenditure, and increases on 
this scale cannot be allowed to 
continue™, 

As an interim measure, the 
present limits are to be frozen 
until the spring. and the ceilings 
on, the lcvel of charges to bec 
paid will in future be decided 
centrally by ministers rather 
than by local offices. Proposals 
on how to do that will be put 
forward in the autumn. 

Although the figures released 
by the Deparment of Health 
and Social Security yesteday go 
up only to last December, social 
services deparlments believe 
1hat there has since been a 
further steep increase in charges 
for accommodation. 

Under changes introduced 
last November, local offices set 
ceilings on what they could pay 
home owners bascd on average 
in the local area.

Grapo held 

responsible 

for killings 
in Spain

Two prominent Spanish 
businessmen were shot dead 
and a suspected terrorist killed 
within a few hours vesierday in 
Madrid, Seville and Corunna. 

4 state radio engincer ces- 
caped with scrious injuries after 
being attacked in Corunna by 
members of the First of October 
Anti-Fascist Resistance Group 
(Grapo). Spain's shadowy Ex- 
tremist organisation, second in 
importance after ETA, The 
suspecled terrorist was killed in 
a subsequent police raid on a 
flat. and another man was 
injured. 

The Cabinet was told of the 
killings, which came on the 
third anniversary of the death 
of Enrique Cerdan. ‘'Grapo's 
then chief of operations, during 
a gunfight wwith police in 
Barcelona.

Le Diable et le bon Dieu is the one 
major play by Jean-Paul Sartre that 
so far appears to have slipped 
through the net of the British 
professional theatre. I was a 
considerable success in Paris in 195 
with Pierre Brasseur as Goetz von 
Berlichingen, bastard and warrior. 
who aççording to Sartre throws down 
a challenge to the Almighty in 
sixteenthcentury Germany. 

The first obstacles to export were 
raised by Sartre himself, who 
reckoned the longvage too “violent” 
to allow for proper translation. But 
by the mid-Fiflies the odd swear- 
word was becoming acceptable on 
1he London stage, despite the 
continued nce of the Lord 
Chamberlain. In 1956 the Royal 
Court, which was approaching its 
creative peak under George Devine, 
planned to put it on. The plans were 
1hen abandoned, according 1o 
Devine"s associate at the theatre, the 
designer Jocelyn Herbert, because of 
that perennial Sloane Square prob- 
lem, shortage of money. Diable does 
have a cast of $0 characters and in 
those days might well have de- 
manded appropriately lavish sets 1o 
accommodate them. 

Le Diable ct le ban Dieu came up 
on the agenda again when Olivier’s 
National Theatre Company set up 
shop at the Chichester Festival. But 
Sartre was rejected in favour of first 
Sr Joan and then Peter Shaffer's The 
Raval Hint af the Sur - collectors of 
theatrical coincidence will probably 
note that both the Shaffer and the 
Sartre have certain. similarities of 
1heme.

Rapprochement is a beter word 
1o describe the real aim of the 
Federal Republic. How much has 
1his been sect back by lhe postponc- 
ment of the Honccker visit — a 
poslponcment which looks 10 many 
like a permanent cancellation — in 
the short term. The answer is that 
ihe movement has been halted in its 
1racks. East Germany may now be 
persuaded 1o take a much tougher 
stance on the legal issues of 
sovercignty and recognitio. The 
Honecker leadership, despite its 
obvious reluctance lo bow 10 Sovict 
pressure, may Try {o guard its long- 
term aims by joıning more enthusi- 
astically in the Moscow-orchestrated 
campaign against revanchism, now 
that there is nothing to lose. 

In the long term, however, both 


there is disquiet that uader the terms 
of the agreements the guerrillas 
appear lo have ceded nothing.

Bul the recent treaties wiih the 
predominantly middle-class M-19 
and two other groups were signed in 
small 1owns amid scenes verging on 
larce,. M-19 has always been know 
for its sense of theatre and this 
occasion seemed pure pantomime, 
with guerillas signing autographs, 
posing for photographs with the 
locals and M-19 women - ferocious 
fighters and passionate lovers, it was 
said — dancing in the strccis. M-i9°s 
political ideology remained as vaguc 
as ever, except for glib relcrences to 
democracy and dialogues. 

An angry columnist in Bogota 
exploded: “We are running the risk 
of converting ourselves into another 
Nicaragua under military ecelesiasti- 
cal rule, or — in order lo avoid that 
fate = of collapsing into a reaction- 
ary Pinochcl-siyle dictatorship.” 
This is highly unlikely as Colombia's 
armed forces are the most consli- 
tutionally-minded and loyal in Latin 
Americ A rival colomnist coun- 
tered: “Is itl preferable to have 
Guerrillas mounting military açlions 
and kindnappings or pronouncing 


tive, given ihe delicacy of Honeck- 
er's relations with Moscow. It did 
not matter that Kohl insisted his 
government upheld all 1reatics 
signed with the East; his presence 
was enough for the Russians to 
claim he was taking those unrecon- 
ciled to the border changes under his 
wing. 

In many ways reunification is an 
albatross around the neck of every 
Bonn governmenL When presscd, 
every responsible German politician 
will admit that such a thing is 
unlikely in the forseeable future, In 
his government declaration last year 
Kohl said that reunification was 
only possible in parlnership with 
and in agreement with all Ger- 
many"s neighbours ir the East and 
WesL He knows quite well that the 
big neighbour in the East will never 
agree to such a concept 

But officially 1o give up the drcam 
allogether ıs lo give up the ideal 
which inspires West Germanys 
feelings of responsibility for is 
counirmen “over there". This 
feeling is vital to the bulk of lhe East 
German people as well, who do not 
want lo be left in the lurch by their 
weslern neighbour. Without the 
drcam it is not şo certain that West 
Germany would be willing to part 


besl a glimmer of hope. As once 
commentator observed, a morc apt 
image than the dove might have 
been two crossed fingers. 

For civil strife has becn a fixture 
of national life for as long as most 
pcople can remember. Sectarian 
violence starled 1o simmer in the 
1930s and in i948 erupted in 
conflict between liberals and con- 
servalives. The outside world 
remained ignorant of /a riolencia, as 
the conflict was called. because it 
was fought in the countryside. But 
after 1ihe military were forced to 
intervene in 1953, news of the 
senseless slaughter that had becn 
going on slowly trickled oul 
Estimates of the dead range from 
350.000 1o 300.000. 

Guerrillas of the revolutionary 
left first emerged in the early 1960s, 
the most legendary being Fr Camilo 
Torres (inspiration for the priest- 
turned-subyersive in _ Graham 
Greene"s The Honorary Consul), M- 
19 çame on thç scence a dçcade later 
taking ils name from the date of the 
1970 election at which most 
Colombians belicve a populist 
opposition alliance was robhed of 
vıciory by ballot-rigging by the lwo 
main parlies. 

lt is this vicious cycle of violence 
that Betancur now seeks 10 end. He 
has been callcd a man obsessed. with 
peace. whether promoting the 
Coniadora group's inilialives in 
Ceniral America, or encouraging 
guerrillas al home lo come in from 
the cold. He admits as much 
himself, Sfler he latest 1ruceş 
began, he told ihe nation: “My 
pnmary mission has bêcn 10 sech 
peace but not a mililarv ‘pax 
romano", aor a peace of one 
(political) pany againsl another 
From now oi there is something 
more than mere paper, there is a 
vommenccmenl of peace.”

Why Hongkong must learn to rule 


In the next few weeks the die wil] be cast for 
Hongkong. It is true that the agrecment being 
reached with Beijing is to be subject to the 
approval of Parliament and 1o an assessment of 
local Hongkong opinion. But once the British 
Govemment has secured a carefully balanced 
package deal from the Chinese there will clcarly 
be no room for amendments and 
inconceivable that Parliament would tum down 
what the Government commends. So the next 
few wecks wil be decisive in shaping the future 
for Hongkong’s five million inhabitants. 


Contrarv to much self-congratulatory press 
cornmenît In London, the agreement will not be a 
very satisfactory, let alone ã glorious, cpisode in 
British overseas policy. Sir Geoffrey Howe has 
cerlainly rescued a near-calamitous situation by 
patient negotiation. In the next 10 to {3 ycars 
there is time enough for fortunes to bê made and 
for new equipment to be installed, depreciated 
and written off maybe twice over before the new 
order begins to cast its shadow over daily life. 

And after that? If Hongkong is really left alone 
for 50 years the business possibilities are endless 
- new power stations to be built in China, trade 
and financial links with the mainland to be 
Guangdong 
province showing distinct capitalist tendencies, 
with other parts of China folowing on. 


The trouble is that for most people and their 
families quite different rules apply.

Erich Honccker’s proposed visit to 
West Germany crashed on the rocks 
of Soviet opposilion. The East 
German leader has been : left 10 
salvage what he can of his policies 
1owards Bonn, but it is plain to him 
and 1o all the world that he was 
never fully master of his own ship. 

The East Germans. of course, 
have blamed Boun for the ship- 
wreck. ciling “unscecmiy” political 
controversy over the visit — a charge 
the West German government has 
forcefully rejected. But in one 
important respect the Kohl govern- 
ment has only itself to blame. By 
allowing the spectre of German 
reunification 10 hover ovcr the 
political debate on relations þetween 
the two German states, Bonn’s 
politicians not only appeared to lend 
substance to the absurd — and 
cynically manipulated — Soviet 
charges of revanchism, bul gave 
Herr Honrecker the pretext he 
needed for calling off the visit. 

There is a basic contradiction in 
West German policies towards East 
Germany which opponents of 
Ostpolitik at home and abroad have 
not been slow to utilize. On the one 
hand West Germany has not given 
up its dream of reunification; the 
concept of a reunited country after 
fair and free elections on both sides 
is enshrined in the preamble to the 
constitution, and all West German 
politicians insist there is still one 
German “nation”, even if il is now 
divided into two states. On the other 
hand former Chancellor Willy 
Brandt extended ge facto recognition 
1o East Gcrmany as a separate state. 


In good times the contradiction 
did not matter. In the heyday of 
déêlente the Russians were ablc to 
accept the formula of a “letter on 
German unity” setting out Bonn's 
legal position, د‎ 

But in bad times, when East-West 
relations are at a low cbb, the 
Russians have chosen to direct their 
propaganda against those politicians 
here who insist the German 
question is slill open, or those 
groups of cxiles and right-wingers 
who insist the ceaslen fronlier 
between Easl Germany and Poland 
is not yet legally settled. 

It is doubly unfortunate. there- 
fore, that just such a discussion 
should have begun again here now. 
when the Kohl government was 
trying 10 entice a cautiously eager 
Honecker inlo making his first visit 
to the land of his birth. The recent 
remark by Herr Hans Apel, a former 
Social Democratic minister and 
SPD mayoral candidate in Berlin, 
1hat the German question was no 
longer open immediately prompted 
a sharp reaclion from members of 
the CDU govemmentL

Can the Colombian peace dove survive? 


Bogota : 
There is no escaping it. The ımagc of 
a white dove of peace looms 
cverywhere in Colombia today. In 
Bogota and other cities it has been 
painted on walls, pavements. bridges 
and over Tarmac the breadth of the 
widest avenues. in the shanly towns 
its outline, cut out on paper attached 
to wire or string, utters in ihe wind 
between 1he hovcis. In towns, 
villages and hamlets it is to be seen 
superimposed on the national flag, 
carved on tree trunks, etched on 
schoolchildren’s satchcl"s and bizar- 
rely daubed on ihe faces of teenagers 
taking their cue from Europe's 
punks. 

A stranger mighi wcll think the 
European pcacc movement has 
suddenly caught on = or that 
Colombta has jus! come 1hrough a 
long and bitter forcign war. The 
latter would be nearer the truth — 
except that 1he peace being cel- 
cbraled is internal. 

To be exact. Colombians are 
celebrating the recent signing of a 
series of ceasefire pacls by the 
government of President Belisario 
Betancur and the nation’s leading 
guerrilla groups. including the 
populist April 19 movement (Mî-19), 
to pave {he uay for a relurn to 
civilian life under a general arnnesty. 

The treaties arc unique, historic. 
Insurgent groups in Lalirn America 
are NOt supposcd 1o just fade out like 
this. They either attract enough 
popular support lo gain power. as mn 
Cuba and Nicaragua. or arc ruth- 
lessly crushed by lhe miliiary. 

Yer today M-I9 leaders arc 
preparing lo reorganize as a 
mainstream political novement and 
looking for a national headquarters 
in Bogola.

For af its beanîy and clarity, 
the italic script, if properly executed, 
was too slow {or everyday use and 
was best kept jor formal and 
ime document. 

ile dı 1 tmonage Irom 
the Tudor hana rehs. and the 
brilliant teaching of Roger 4Ascham. 
italic failed — afler a brave srasî — to 
displace the old secretary hand for 
informal communications. The bes! 
that iıalic could do was lo survive as 
a curious calligraphic compromise: 
by Stuart times, the literate elite 
{including Charles 1} was using ù 
hand which usually exhibited italic 
forms (which made for clarits) 
written with a sharp-pointed sec- 
retary quill (which made for specdit, 
and the result was a hand which, 
wrillen quickly. 1ook on curves, 
loops and rounded corners. 

This cminently practical English 
round-hand was refined and dis- 
seminated by the cightevnth-century 
wriling masters, such as Bickham. 
by use of books engraved from 
copper plates. and for two cenlurivts 
ıhis elegant hand hecame the 
universally-accepted wriling for 
ueveryday communication and 
commerce. 

The extraordinary success of this 
“copperplate” hand, after italic hitd 
been well iried and found wanting, ıs 
a facı whıch many italicists are 
careful 1o ignore. 

Perhaps the time has come for 
schools 1o reassess und 1cach 
other hands, especially copperplate — 
although a sad and ironic sıde-cfltvt 
uf the italicists? crusade is that there 
scems lo be no one able to teuch thal 
hand nowadays!

RIGHT REV FRANCIS MONCREIFF 


Francis Moncreiff was an 
outstanding pastoral bishop. A 
fine preacher he spoke fluently, 
with a strong and appealing 
delivery, and wilh scarcely a 
note. His deep spirituality 
shone through his wel pon« 
dered themes, for his preaching 
arose naturally from his prayer 
and meditation. If “he spoke 
with authority” it was because 
he felt deeply his complete 


accountability to God in allthat ° 


he said and did. This was the 
secret that made him a great 
counsellor to his priests and to 
lay people. 


which he was held. 

During the 1960s the episco- 
pal church started to. move 
away from a rather traditional 
Anglo-Catholic stance. Various 
influences combined to give the 
church a wider base and vision: 
the growth of ccumenism, the 
reforms of the Vatican Council, 
lhe ferment in theology symbo- 
lized by Honest to and 
liturgical renewal. 

Ithough Moncreiff was not a 
passionate ecumenist Or a 
theological innovator, for he 
took a long view of church 
history, he guided the church 
steadily and patiently through 
the period of change.
